(Lucky) Baldwin” which occur-! 
ted Monday morning at Santa j 
Anita ranch house, removed one 
of the few remaining pioneers j 
of the golden west. According 1o 
his own statement he was 81 
years of age, but others of his , 
family believe him several years 
older. Physicians marveled at 
the tenacity with which he held 
to life as they had predicted an 
early death several years ago. j 

Baldwin made the overland 
trip to California in 1850 with 
tlie gold seekers' rush, coming 
from Racine, Wisconsin, whence ; 
he had removed from his native ! 
state, Ohio. Even though he 1 
made considerable money in the 
mercantile business in Northern | 
California, lie wasn't making it ■ 
fast enough to suit himself so ! 
he went to Virginia City, where 
he is said to have cleaned up 
something like $20,000,000.in the' 
Mnck of the Ophtr mine. 

With the proceeds of his win¬ 
nings he came south and pur- ; 
chased 60,000 acres of San Gab¬ 
riel valley land at prices said 
to average $2 per acre. His San- ! 
ta Anita ranch he transformed 
into one of the famous beauty i 
spots of southern California. 

Santa Anita race course, which 
Baldwin and two others started I 
with such high hopes in 1907, 
seems destined to last little j 
longer than its founder with 
the passage of the anti-race . 
track gambling bill. 

The principal beneficiaries arc j 
Mrs. Clara Baldwin Stocker and 1 
Mrs. Anita Baldwin McClaugh- 
rey. daughters of the deceased, ! 
each of whom receives p"operty 
valued at $12,000,000. They are 
directed to preserve intact the j 
Baldwin home at Santa Anila \ 
rancho and bequeath it to their 
heirs. 

Tire widow, Mrs. Lilly Bennett j 
Baldwin, who has been separated j 
from her husband for several j 
years, living in San Francisco, 
receives a bequest of $166,000.

PREAMBLE: 

We believe that the best foundation for democratic citizenship 
can be established in the earliest years of a child's growth. We 
believe that a program of pre school educational guidance, es¬ 
tablished according to the prevailing highest standards of pre-school 
education, can supplement as v/ell as strengthen the home 
guidance of the young child toward his fullest growth and de¬ 
velopment as an individual in a democracy. We believe that 
such a program of educational guidance should be made avail¬ 
able to the pre-school children of our community. 

In accordance with these beliefs, we therefore propose, as citi¬ 
zens of the City of Sierra Madre, to form an association to es¬ 
tablish for our community the Sierra Madre Community Nursery 
School. 

' ARTICLE I. 

The name of this organization shall be known ns the Sierra 
Madre Community Nursery School Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

j Section 1. The Sierra Madre Community Nursery School shall 
he a community enterprise. Parents, teachers, and the cormnun- ; 
J ity shall participate in providing an optimum environment and 
j educational program of growth and development for the pre- 
! school children of the community. 

Section 2. As a democratic and community enterprise, member 
| ship in tlie Sierra Madre Community Nursery School and the | 
! Sierra Madre Community Nursery School Association shall be I 
open to persons of any race, color or creed. 

Section 3. The Sierra Madre Community Nursery School As- I 
soeiation shall be a non-profit Association organized solely for 
educational purposes and shall not be operated for profit. No 
part of tho earnings of this Nursery School to be operated by 
this Association shall inure to the benefit of any private member 
or individual in the Association-. None of the property of this 
Association shall be used by the Association or by any other 
person for profit. No member of the Board of Trustees shall 
simultaneously be a paid employee of the Nursery School. 

Section 4. It shall be the objective of the Sierra Madre Com- | 
munity Nursery School Association in .its administration of the j 
Sierra Madre Community Nursery School to keep the tuition for j 
the children to a minimum consistent with the principle of mak- | 
ing ibis service available to a maximum number of children in j 
the community and, on the other hand, meeting the highest | 
standards for nursery school education as established by the J 
State Department of Education, the State Department of Social [ 
Welfare, and other reputable centers of nursery education. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Sierra Madre Community Nursery School Association 
shall be the governing body and have the complete 

responsibility of the Nursery School. The .sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Nursery School, its educational philosophy, practices, 
methods, personnel and general administration shall be in ac¬ 
cordance wilh the highest standards for nursery schools as rec- j 
ommended by the State Department of Education, the State De- j 
partmenl of Social Welfare, and other reputable centers of 
nursery education.
